C than the transparent vari- 
ety which tends to verify the oboVo 
supposition. The permanent change 
in length due tu repeated heating und 
cooling Is only Just measurable. 

In 1911, Callendar and Moss meas- 
ured the absolute expansion of mer- 
cury by the equilibrating column 
method of Uulong and I'ctlt. It has 
became possible to measure the ex- 
pansion of fused silica by using mer- 
cury in a quartz dllatometer. . This 
wus done by Harlow using three dif- 
ferent dilatometcrB. Ills results which 
gave the cubical expansion were not 
in agreement with Kaye's value of tho 
linear coefficient for the same ranges. 
Scheel showed, however, that it the 
coefficient of expansion of mercury 
obtained from the use of "verre dur" 
dilaloineters was used, the values for 
quartz would be in good agreement. 
New experiments on the linear expan- 
sion of quartz upheld the old vnlues. 
Then Scheel and Heuse, and later, ISu- 
morfopoulos published articles criti- 
cizing Callendar and Moss's work. 
Hoon afterwards, Callendar, using an 
interference method, compared the 
axial and rddlnl expansion of quartz 
and verified Harlow's results, but has 
not slnc(> been nble' to repeat his ob- 
servations. Accordingly he has come 
to the cnpcIUslon that the most prob- 
able value or the cubical coefficient Is 
obtained by assuming It to be three 
times the linear. 

Mr. Wheeler has extended Kaye's 
results, and has prepared a table em- 
bracing all results up to the present 
year.

by the churches either by baptism or as 
probationers requesting admission to 
the Church- 

The next week was filled with meet- 
ings In the old conservative capital or 
Peking. 1 confess that 1 entered the 
city with a sinking heart, "In weakness, 
and In fear, and In much trembling." 
A great door and effectual was opened 
unto us, but thero were many adver- 
saries. We gave ourselves to prayer 
auri God answered in a murveioiqs 
manner. President Yuan Hhl Kal re- 
ceived us and expressed deep Interest 
In the meetings. He is liberally con- 
tributing every year to our work. The 
Vice-Presldept of the Republic, Gen- 
eral Ul Yuan Hung, whom I hud known 
last year as Governor at Wuchang, 
gave us a special luncheon und re- 
quested us to addivss his family und 
guests. We were able to present to 
him Christianity as the hope or China. 
He answered with enthusiasm ami 
promised to send a message through 
us to the students of China. The sym- 
pathetic and cordial co-openillon of 
the officials and students was In strik- 
ing contrust lo their attitude to the 
Gospel in the bloody persecution of 
1000. The Ministry of the Interior, at 
their own suggestion, granted us a site 
for a pavilion for the evangelistic 
meetings within the Forbidden City It- 
self. This pavilion was Just In front 
of the Imperial Palace, where to-day 
resides thu little boy emperor who ab- 
dicated the Manchu throne, and where 
the Dowager- Empress ruled with an 
Iron hand from this Forbidden CI»" nnd 
guided the Hoxer uprising to Its ter- 
rible conclusion. It Is tho first time 
in history that Christian meetings 
have been allowed within this sacred 
precinct. Strangely enough, the Min- 
istry suggested thai we place this 
pavilion next to the sacred altar where 
the Emperor annually worshipped the 
"Spirits of the Land." It seemed of 
strange significance that near the si>nt 
where the emperor prayed to an "un- 
known God" for fruitful harvests for 
his people, we should have the priceless 
privilege of proclaiming God as Father 
and Jesus Christ jis Savior at the be- 
ginning of this groat spiritual harvest 
among the students and 'leaders of 
China, While the Ministry of the In- 
terior gave us the site, the Ministry 
of War granted 200 tents from the 
army to make the pavilion rain-proof. 
The Minister of Education granted a 
hair holiday to all the government stu- 
dents In Peking to enable them to at- 
tend the opening meeting. The Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs sent his re- 
presentative to the meeting in person. 

On the opening day 4,000 students 
crowded tho hall, and listened with 
earnest attention. They interrupted 
almost every paragraph with enthusi- 
astic applause. After hard hitting on 
moral issues, however, the audience on 
tho second day was reduced to a Hlllo 
less than 8,000, as we spoke on the sins 
which are otndermlnlng China's In- 
dividual and national life. On the 
third night wa spoke for over an hour 
on "Jesus Christ, the only Hope of 
China." Mora than 1,000 men signed 
cards as inquirers «o Join Bible classes 
from more than a score of colleges In 
the city. Tho next day at a meeting 
of 1,500 school boys some 500 more In- 
dicated Ihelr desire to Join Bible 
classes, A meeting was also held In an- 
other part of the dty. attended by 1,700 
of tho gentry and business men, and 
the. Board of Trade asked for 300 re- 
served seats at this meeting. Three 
hundred and fifty of Ihese men Indi- 
cated- their desire to Join Biblo classes. 
Although 20,000 men had attended Pro- 
fessor Robertson's science lectures the 
week before, hundreds of those men 
were refused tickets for the evangelistic 
rqectlngs, as only a picked audience of 
students and officials was admitted. 
In all more than 2,000 Inquirers ex- 
pressed their desire: to etudy .the Bible 
In dusses. Last year, with far less 
preparation, 600 non-Christiana were 
in Bible classes, and more than 150 of 
these were received by the churches, 
but tJto results this year will be far 
greater than last year. The response 
of the officials and leaders of Clilna 
wu» most notable here In the capital 
city, which Jiaa Jong been tho most 
conservative center of China At one 
meeting hold for Inquirers who were 
deemed near the point of decision for 
the Christian lire, I recognised one for- 
mer governor, two generals, a private 
secretary to the President, the director 
of China's national bank, prominent 
officiant, a young non-Chrlstlun phil- 
anthropist who has given this year 
$12,000 Mex. to Christian work, who Is 
providing free education for several 
students, and distributing the Bible to 
hundreds in the capital. My Inter- 
prêter was a young man recently con- 
verted In prluon. Ills father was tho 
governor of four provinces, his uncle 
the celebrated Marquis Tsun, China's 
minister to England and Russia,- his 
grandfather China's greatest etatcs- 
man, Tseng Oqn Fan. Though a re- 
cent convert; he has become a bold wit. 
ness for Christ In this small group 
there were three men of prominent 
orriclnl poRlUon who had adl been 
baptised and become earnest Christian 
workers during the year. Probably in 
no other country lu the world to-dny 
are the ofrielals au accessible lo 
Christianity as In China. 

In addition to the 14,000 who at- 
tended the evangelist In meetings In 
Peking, the message was extended to 
thousands uf renders by the twelve 
Chinese newsiMpers of tint city which 
published the reports of the lectures, 
and many of them are continuing a 
series of articles on Christianity. Over 
100 newspapers In China are already 
co-opeartlng in this Christian cam- 
Two hundred Chinese Christian 
young men have beta norms, Hy trained
